HAY-MARKET THEATRE. 

A younc lady made her first appearance at this Theatre, last night, as 
Juliana, in Tobin’s Comedy of Zhe Honeymoon. She is young, and 
possesses a good figure ; but does not at present hold out any very great 
promise of future excellence. She was perfect in her part, and if 
there was little to praise, there was nothing to offend. We apprehend this 
is merely an experiment, and that the lady does not contemplate mak- 
ing the stage her profession. Her first reception was generously enthusi- 
astic, but at the fall of the curtain the applause was but faint. The Duse 
Avanza is a character admirably suited to Wallack’s style of acting, and 
he has always been a favorite in it. His reproofs to his wife were uttered 
with dignified firmness, never sinking to mere scolding and snapping—a 
mistake often indulged in by the representatives of this part. On assurm- 
ing the disguise of a peasant, we wonder not that Juliana should become 
so soon reconciled to her husband, whose noble bearing is skilfully made 
by Wallack to peer out of the rugged dress and demeanour of the peasant. 
The applause was loud and general. Mr. F. Vining played Lolando, (the 
woman hater) with vivacity and easy self-possession. Mr. David Rees 
displayed his rich broad humour to advantage as the Mock Duke, notwith- 
standing he was imperfect in the part. Miss Charles, as Volante, was 
exceedingly insipid and lackadaisical, but Miss P. Horton sustained Za- 
mora with great propriety. In St.Mary's Eve, which followed, Madame 
(Celeste was loudly encored in the dance of “La Normande.” Family 
Jars concluded. On Thursday next, a new and original Comedy, in two 
acts, entitled The Philosophers of Berlin, will be produced. The fol- 
lowing performers have parts in it :—Messrs. Webster, Wallack, Phelps, 
Strickland, David Rees, H. Wallack, Gough, Howe, Caulfield, T. F. 
Mathews, Mrs. W. Clifford, Mrs. Stirling, and Miss P. Horton. The 
performances at this Theatre, this evening, are The Lady of Lyons, Su- 
zanne, and A Nabob for an Hour. 

A Royal Fiddler.—The Monarch uniformly reach the bottom of the 
page long before the other performers, then, stopping short, he would 
fold his arms and shrug his shoulders with an expression which, if ren- 
dered intowords, would stigmatize his companions asa set of ‘ Lazy Dogs.’ 
At first no notice was taken of this, on the contrary, the other fiddlers 
tried to keep pace with the King, as the leader of an orchestra seeks to 
follow a singer. But all in vain! the second fiddle, and the two other 
instruments were always behind as a matter of course. At length, 2s 
the iirst fiddle shewed no symptoms of relaxing its speed, Boucher grew 
somewhat impatient, and feeling himself sovereign enough in his art to be 
able to treat the King on equal terms, under the circumstances, intimated 
to his primo the necessity of counting the rests. ‘ Count rests! Do you 
expect me to condescend to the drudgery of counting rests ?’— The French 
Stage. 

Garrick and Dr. Johnson.—Garrick, after he was vested with thea- 
trical power by being manager of Drury Lane Thentes, kindly and gener- 
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cusly made use of it to bring out Johnson’s Tragedy, which had long 
been kept back for want of encouragement. But in his benevolent pur- 
pose he met with no small difficulty from the temper of Johnson, which 
could not brook that a Drama which he had founded with much study, 
and had been obliged to keep more than the nine years of Horace, 
should be revised and altered at the pleasure of an actor. Yet Garrick 
knew well that without some alterations it would not be fit for the stage. A 
violent dispute having ensued between them, Garrick applied to the Rev. 
Dr. Taylor to interpose. Johnson was at first very obstinate. < Sir,’ 
said he, ‘ the fellow wants me to make Mahomet run mad, that he may 
have an opportunity of tossing his hands and kicking his heels.’
